This book starts with a conducted 
tour of Scotland, followed by a brief outline of history up to the Forty-Five (the 
Jacobite Rebellion of 1745). Finally, in Life and Work Dr. Darling assesses the 
Scotsman’s national characteristics, discusses the main problems of to-day, and 
reviews Scotland’s achievements in the sciences and arts.
